37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant initiated inten^iew to obtain clarification of responses 
provided in the Advisory Action and advance prosecution. The current breadth of the claimed invention was detailed 
and discussed, and it was determined that modification of the claims is required to properly describe the invention. 
Applicant reported that identification of infomiation corresponding to the selected one of the plurality of portions 
discussed in claim 1 referred to the identification of the infomiation processing apparatus. The Examiner pointed out 
that the plurality of portions is not defined in the preamble or elsewhere in the claim and interpreted these portions as 
programs that were available to be recorded on a VCR. Applicant suggested that he might define the plurality of 
portions during potential revisions to the claims. Applicant also discussed the control correspondence table that links 
the identification infomiation of a selected portion and the identification of a control device and examiner attempted to 
describe how the claim was interpreted but no agreement was reached. Applicant was encouraged to conduct further 
discussion with the Office to advance prosecution and that any after final amendments directed to further defining the 
plurality of portions as discussed above would require further search and consideration to properly determine 
patentability of the claimed invention.
